strong ot the American 'Lcfeton ban 
Issued a atntomcnt In which ho dc* 
Clares .that all cltlzons should havo 
a clear understanding of the so- 
ealled bonus act. Commander Arm- 
strong directs altcntlou to the fact 
that while tho government settled 
promptly and In full with contractors 
railroads and civilian employees, tho 
soldiers were granted permission tn 
wait twenty years for compensation 
for performing the most arduous and 
dangerous part of the world war. 
Because the soldiers have asked for 
'^thelr pay which the largo maiorlty 
^' 10 urgently need, the I^egtoDnalres 
have been referred to as '*lTrflasury 
Robbers " the Commander says.- 

The state commander's statement 
follows: 

"It Is necesiary that all of the clll- 
ions understand thai the so-called 
*BonasV,Act, whicb should properly 
be called the Adjusted Compensation 
Act, never originated 'In a meeting of 
the American Legion o\ In any other 
Veterans* organliallon, but.

Bllll In the uniform. The Congress 
was busily, engaged In possing Ad- 
justed Compensation Bills In the In- 
Uresis of various Individuals and 
corporallons. having passed bills, ono 
of which was In the Interests of-over 
seven thousand contractors who had 
t}Mn making launltlomi and supplies 
for the Federal Government and the 
toUl amonnt Involved was over three 
bUllons of dollars.

FORECLOSURE 
We usually aaaoclate the word 
"foreclosttro" with real estate mor^ 
gages.. The word "foreclosure" Itself 
means "barring out"; to shut oft or 
cut off: the rights of someone. Al- 
though 'It Is -most commonly hoard In 
connection with roa! estate mort- 
gages, foreclosures take^ place on 
other matters than real estate mort- 
gagea. There can be foreclosures on 
automobllea, household goods, and 
various, .other personal property, us- 
ually covered by a chattel- mortgage. 
Then there are also mechanic lien 
foreclosures where. a person furnlah^ 
Ing labor or materials to be used on

Cold Frame Is Advised 

for Early Vegetables 

The confitructlon of a cold frame will 
be a big help In the hTiiwlng of early 
Vegetables, says & B. Slorrow, exten- 
sion horticulturist at North Carolina 
State college. 

At small expense, ho says, a cold 
frame can be prepared to protect the 
young vegetables until rbey have be- 
come comparatively hardy and untU the 
coldest weather has passed. 

The frame should be located on the 
southern or eastern slope of a hllU 
when po85n)le. to prot.-ct It from the 
nsrth winds and to givu the plnnte the 
ttest exposure to the sunlight Bank 
dirt around the northern and western 
sides of the froine as sn additional 
protection.
